At approximately 2130, 28 August 1952, I received a telephone call from 
8 Mr, QQ Living in Chickesaw, Alsbem, I alerted the Air Prowst 
Mershal and the control tower operators, who in turn alerted the G.C.A, operators 
at Brookley Air Force Base. 

I then proceeded to the tower to see if I could observe any objects in the 
erea advised by Mr. @HEMB, arriving in the tower at approxumtely 21450. 

I was advised while in the tower, that the 0.5.1. agents were alerted to 
check the accuracy of the report. 

The tower operator asked me to check en object he had observed with the 
binoculars in the tower.
